INTERVIEW WITH,MRS. MARTHA PROPPER. PARTRIDGE 

On Februaiy 8, 19Zk Special Agents EDWARD G. BURKE and the 
■writer interviewed Mrs. MARTHA PROPPER PARTRIDGE at 5 Audubon Place, « 
Pair Lawn, New Jersey. She acknowledged that she is the wife of 
HUGH PARTRIDGE and the sister of RUTH PROPPER LAVA, who was married 
to Doctor VIPGMTI LAVA of the Philippines, now deceased. Mrs. 
PARTRIDGE stated that she has not seen her sister, RUTH PROPPER LAVA, 
for approximately twenty years 0 She said that RUTH met Doctor 
VINCEMTI LAVA during a visit to the Philippines and although her family, 
objected , married him a short time later in East Moriches, Long 
Island, in the early 1920's. 

Mrs. PARTPIDGE continued that RUTH was very devoted to and 
“worshiped" her husband. Since RUTH's return to the Philippines with 
her husband in the “1920's“, Mrs. PARTRIDGE said her only contact with 
her has been infrequent letters and the entertaining of acquaintances 
of the LAVAs who came to the United States from the Philippines* 

Mrs, PARTRIDGE said at no time has RUTH PROPPER LAVA ever 
discussed politics or her beliefs or mentioned any of the political 
activities of her or her husband in her letters, with the exception 
of mentioning that they were, active members in some “Democratic 
Alliance" organization...Mrs, LAVA did not clarify this organization 
in her correspondence other than pointing out that it consisted of 
people in the Philippines who were Anti-Japanese and who were trying 
to get people into legislature. 

Mrs. PARTRIDGE stated that during World war II, she lost touch 
with her sister until one morning when she heard a radio news report 
which advised that Dr* VINCENTI LAVA and. his ’wife, who during the 
Japanese occupation of the Philippines had “hidden out' 1 with the 
Huks, a guerilla band in the Philippines, were how safe in that 
Republic• 
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Since the news broadcast announcing the welfare of the LAVAs, 
Mrs* PARTRIDGE said that she and her sister have corresponded in¬ 
frequently and she reiterated that no politics or subjects related to 
it were discussed.by RUTH PROPPER LAVA. 

Mrs. PARTRIDGE stated that she could, not s^factually what 
RUTH’s feelings were toward Communism, although she knows that ’’RUTH 
was very devoted to her husband*” She also stated that RUTH PROPPER 
LAVA is presently residing with her son, VINCENT I/fjNA,, JR*, and his 
wife at Johnston and Ortaga Streetsj San Juan, in the Philippines. 

Mrs, PARTRIDGE stated that Mrs. LAVA is intending to apply 
to visit the United States to be with her daughter, Mrs. FRANCES WRIGHT, 
who is now expecting a child. Mrs* PARTRIDGE advised that she thought 
that actually RUTH would like to return to the United States permanently# 

She continued, that all she knows about Dr* LAVA and his 
association with the Huks and the Communistic nature of the Huks, she 
has read in magazines and believes them to be true* Mrs. PARTRIDGE 
advised she originally thought the interviewing Agents had come to 
interview her concerning a deportation proceeding against FRANCES 
WRIGHT, which she believes has been under investigation for over two 
years* • 

Mrs. PARTRIDGE stated that FRANCES LAVA, RUTH’s daughter, 
who married WILLIAM J, WRIGHT, is currently residing in Cottonwood* — 
Arizona, and that she and her husband were publishing and editing a 
small newspaper called "Verde Independent*” 

Mrs* PARTRIDGE stated that she did not believe FRANCES WRIGHT 
was leftist or Communistically inclined and felt positive that although 
FRANCES respected and loved her father a great deal, she would gladly 
discuss with the Federal Bureau of Investigation anything connected 
with him. 

Mrs * PARTRIDGE stated she has met, from -time to tttii^friends of 
the LAVAs* who have come to the United States* She saicL,^However, she 
could only recall the names of two individuals, CARLQ&^QMS, (Phonetic), 
an attorney from the Ph ilippine s, ^contiected with the United Natipns, and 
VISHU^GOKHALE^(Phonetic), a mathematician whom everyone called^GOKE, f ~ ~ 
(Phonetic)• She advised that she could not state whether or not eitherf/7. 
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of these two gentlemen were Communists , although she knows they were 
very devoted to Dr, LAVA. 

Mrs.'PARTRIDGE said that whenever either of these men were 
at her home for dinner she noted that in normal after-dinner talk they 
seemed to cleverly avoid discussing certain subjects. She could not 
recall anything specific, but it was so noticeable that she considered 
it clear that they did not wish to be frank on the subject of politics. 
She wrote her sister and requested that she not put her in touch with 
persons of that kind# She said it did.not prove GOFHALE and ROMAS 
were Communistic but it led her to believe that they were. She advised
